The old American Company, 
who have been emp sloyed fince they 
lett us in per! ‘orming at Richmond, 
Balti imore, &c. &c. will leave Pii- 
ladelphia ina few days, and pro- 
pofe to open their Theatre, in this 
City, the ‘firlt week in F ebruary.
